a bridal wreath is *‘abgotanzt” (danced off), the brides- 
maids and other young girls dancing round the bride, 
whose eyes are biind~ folded: A lively tune is played ; 
then the dancers stop, and tho bride places tho wreath on 
tho brow of one of the young girls, who, of course, will 
be married first! ‘This pretty seéne forms the chorus in 
Marschner’s opera, Hans Heiling. Tho-wreaths are after- 
wards dried and kept, often under glass and framo, as a 
cherished remembrance: At a silver wedding—after tho 
couple has been married for twenty-five yoars—a silver 
myrtle wreath is substituted for the greeny wreath; at a 
golden wedding (fifty years), a gold myrtle wreath.

Spain into France, from 
France into England; and that the custom—not to say 
faahion{obf wearing orange blossoms as bride camo | 
otiginally from Spaini ‘Tradition says, that Hercules ° 
brought the orango-tree from Italy to Spain, My own 
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* Virgil's Zneid, Conington’s translation, 1866, p. 195, 
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information of why the orange blossom was first worn in 
Spain as a bridal emblem is rather legendary, but I will 
venture to tell it here. 

The first orange or lemon tree had been sent to a King 
of Spain, an Alphonso probably, as a great rarity; and 
the king was so charmed with the fragrance of its silvery 
blossoms, and not less with its‘golden fruit, that he 
ordered it to be kept as a real regal treasure. A. special 
gardener was kept for this tree, who was also forbidden to 
appropriate any of its blossoms, fruit, or cuttings to 
himself; and I should not wonder if his penalty would 
have been death itself, if he had disobeyed the Royal 
command. In due time several young trees rejoiced the 
heart of the King, bué also that of the gardener’s son, a 
young follow deeply in love with some dark-eyed Pepita 
or Lola, The only obstacle of this love was—as so often 
—poverty; but there was a secret scheme to obtain the 
money necessary for the little cottage and garden where 
they would live like two turtlo-doves. It was thus to be 
obtained :—The orange trees of the King had become a 
regular court-gossip, and the French ambassador had 
tried all means fenee stairs and back stairs) to obtain ‘a 
young treo for his own most Christian majesty; but in 
vain: King Alphonso was too jealous of his treasure to 
allow such a thing, and the old gardener cared too much 
for his own head. But there was another actor, or rather 
prompter, on tho scene, who found the right way of 
obtaining a treo. This was Cupid, the dark-eyed ‘Pepita’s 
friend, By somo means or other the young gardener 
obtained the treo for the French ambassador, who paid 
him handsomely for it; and when Pepita was united to 
the former, she also wore a branch of orange blossoms in 
her dark hair, half hidden, it is true, under the lace 
mantilla, but conspicuous enough by their silvery 
whiteness, 

Now it camo to pass that King Alphonso had spont a 
sleepless night—one of those sleepless nights of kings, the 
only true romedy of which was to rise early, and to go 
to an carly devotion at some out-of-the-way church 
where no one knew tho sleepless majesties. Thus King 
Alphonso, only attended by one faithful servant, wended 
his way to the very church where our loving couple were 
to be united ‘for better for worse,” that morning. His 
Majesty was attracted —kings are mortals—by the beauty 
of tho fair Pepita, when sho left the church, but also, 
tilas! saw the branch of orango blossoms in her rayon 
hair, Then the hot Andalusian blood rushed violently 
through his veins. How did they obtain the flowers ? 
‘On your knees! Iam the King!” 

Of course, the ‘‘ murder was out ””—-on your knees, and 
ask for pardon, The bright tear-dewed oyes of tho fair 
bride did not ask in vain; the King's heart melted. But 
I do not know whether the tree smuggled away by the 
French ambassador was mentioned; probably, it was for- 
gotten in the hurry and fright, or the King’s heart would 
not have melted so easily! It was morely the branch of 
silvery blossom, broken off the tree to adorn tho bride, 

And this is the cause, my legend tells, why brides wear 
a branch of. orango blossoms in their hair, in remem- 
brance of that fair Spanish bride who won home and 
husband by it.

Tho amount of waste that goes on in 
London households ‘in this item of coal can. hardly be con- 
ceived, unless the spectator sees tho quantity that’ is daily 
rescued in these yards, It may be measurod by the fact that, 
aftor selling the larger pisces to the poor, the refuse “ breeze " 
insufficient to bake the bricks that aro rebuilding London. 
Most of the dust contractors aro builders as well, and the 
breeze is used by them for the’purpose of embedding the newly- 
made bricks into compact square stacks, which are seen every- 
where in the suburbs of London. The breezo having boon 
fired, the mass burns with a slow combustion, aided by the 
circulation of air, which is kept up by tho method of stacking ; 
and in the course of two or three weeks the London clay is con- 
verted into good building material. ‘Thus our houses may be

notoricty lately by its caricature of “ 'The Girl of the 
Period,” that it evidently thinks it well not to let drop the 
subject of “‘ woman” yet, but to make all the capital it 
can out of so taking a theme.

Tho adoring 
seraph is his ideal; Griselda, Desdemona, Lucey Ashton, 
are his highest culminations of womanly grace; and the 
qualities which appeal the most powerfully ‘o his generosity 
are the pationce which will not complain, the gentleness 
that cannot resent, and tho love which nothing can chill.

As an author, an artist, a student, a statesman, he 
would like his wife to be able to help him by the contact 
of bright wit and ready intellect, He belioves in the 
sex of minds, and holds only that work complete 
which has beon created by the ono and perfected by 
the other.

The udies’ Garden. 


Our readera will doubtless hava noticed that our predictions 
in reference to the risk that would be run by those who were In 
a hurry to get their beds filled up, have been fully verified ; and 
such as have not yet planted out may certainly congratulate 
themselves, therefore, on the result of thetr self-denial. For 
three weoks we had had a scorching sun, parching the ground, 
and rendering it quite unfit to receive plants from the frames, , 
even if well watered, for the latter operation, necessary as it 
would be to fix the plants, was very likely to cause & chill. 
Towards the close of last week the weather suddenly broke, 
and Saturday night was so chilly that plants newly removed 
must have suffered in many instances @ severe check that they 
will be weeks, and perhaps months, recovering from, if ever they 
do recover. Tho rain, however, has done wonders 1n cooling 
the soil and otherwise refreshing it; and now that ibis getting 
moderately dry and crumbly, we should advise our reecers (je 
get their bedding plants, which we presume have been gradually 
hardened off, in their places without delay; and if ordinary 
care is exercised they will have the satisfaction of seeing re 
take kindly to the soil and make rapid progress.

Syrup, for Making Lemonade Immediately.—Tn a pint of water 
boil a pound and a half of lump sugar. ‘Throw in half an 
ounce of tartaric acid. When cold, flavour with essence of 
lomon, and put it immediately into 9 bottle, A tablespoonful of 
this stirred up ina tumbler of cold spring water makes a ro~ 
froshing draught without the least delay. 


Raspberry Vinegar.—(Vo be added to water as 4 eae 
draught in gummer, or to quench feverish thirst.) Pat:a poun 

of raspberries into a bowl, and crush them well with a woaden 
spoon; pour over and mix with them a quart of the best white 
wine vinegar. Next day, strain the liquor oyor another pound 
of fresh raspberries; next day do the same; but in these twa 
last cases, do not squeeze tho fruit, only drain the liquor away 
as completely as you can. ‘Thon bottle and sot aside for future 
use, Small bottles or phials (containing about half a pint) are 
tho most conveniont, in order to have thse vinegar fresh, 
instead of letting it get flat by standing long in a largo 
bottle that has been opened. 


Raspberry Vinegar.—Another reccipt.—Put a good quantity 
of raspberries into a stone jar, and cover them with white wine 
vinegar. After standing, well covered, nine or ten days, 
aquoeze and. strain throughs jelly-bag. .‘'o the juice add an 
equal weight of lump sugar pounded, Set it on the fire, and 
keep stirring until the sugar is thoroughly dissolved, Do not 
let it boil, for foar of its becoming too thick; but skim well, 
and when nearly cold, pour off into bottles. Cork well, and 
keep in a cool place to avoid fermentation. 

Other agrecablo fruit vinegars may be made with atraw- 
berries, currants, cherries, &c, 

English Sherbet.—Put into a large bowl one pound of loaf- 
sugar and tho juice and rinds of three lemons. Pour over them 
a quart of boiling water, and let thom stand all night. Next 
day, strain the liquor through a cloth; add to it five bottles of 
currant wine, and one of rum. Mix all well together, and 
bottle off for use, When required, mix with cold spring water 
in a tumbler. : 


Gingerette.—Time, to make, six days.—One pound of currants ; 
one pint of gin; tho peol of one lemon; one pound of sugar; 
half an ounce of pulverised ginger.—Bruiso the currants, and 
put to them the gin and the peel of alemon cut very thin ; let it 
stand two days, then strain it, and add half an ounce of 
pulversed ginger, and one pound of loaf sugar to each pint.

and put it into bottles, 


Rivnarn Wine.—In the New York Tribune appeared the 
following receipt for making rhubarb wine, as furnished by Mr, 
B. P. Cahoon, the originator of the system :—' The juice of the 
rhubarb is extracted by the same process that currant, elder- 
berry, or any other juice, and mixing with the juice an equal 
quantity of water. ‘I'o each gallon add three and a half pounds 
of sugar. Put in barrels or casks filled full and fined with 
isinglass, being allowed to remain in the casks until spring, and 
then bottled. By adding or diminishing tho quantity of sugar, 
it will vary the strength of the wine in tho same proportion, 
Rhubarb is said to afford a greater quantity of juice than any 
other plant, and it is also considered a better quality than any 
but grape juice to make domestic wine, ‘The process 18 simpla, 
and has this to recommend it ; moreover, If 18 said by those who 
have tested tho merits of rhubarb wine, that it is equal ta 
American sherry,”’ In the Prairie Farmer & correspondent thua 
describes the manner of making rhubarb wine, which is rs 
nounced “much superior to any We have herotofore mot with. 
“Tn the absence of a press to extract the juice, the stalks are 
boiled in a common boiler, using two quarts of water to a boiler 
full of stalks. ‘I'he stalks are very juicy, and atter boiling 
reqnire no pressing; they are merely left to drain, To each 
gatlon of juice add two pounds of sugar and place in a barrel 
to ferment; after fermenting it should be corked tight, Three

half water.’ It'is possible that the boiling is much better than 
pressing after all, and may account for the more mild, wine-like 
flavour of a sample made thus. It is cortainly worth trying;

Tuw Roses.—Here is a song with as pretty a melody in D 
as one can desire. But unfortunately there is no making any 
sense out of the words. ‘They are not. English at all... We 
wonder much that the heads of publishing firms do not look 
more to the sentences forming “ English songs”’ or translations, 
when they are written by foreigners, Publishers are, asa 
rule, men well qualified to judgeif a composition be grammatical 
or idiomatical. In‘ the instance before us, we give Mr. du 
Téerreaux credit for avery pretty conceit, which we aro sorry 
he kas not the power fo render intelligible to us. He is not 
to blame for spoiling P. D. Guglielmo's fascinating music, any 
more than P. D. Guglielmo is to blame for setting L. H. PF. 
‘du Terreaux's queer sentences. Is it to be expected that theso 
gentlemen should be suiliciently masters of a foreign tongue, 
the one to. write and the other to select poetry? It is not, 
But we do, suppose when we meet with a song having such @ 
truly English title as “he Roses,” with the namo ot an old 
and respected firm as-publishers, that we shall at. least be able 
to comprehend the ‘words, even if wo fail to, see in thom any 
beauty or wit. We almost think wo ought to transcribe the 
lines, but will content ourselves with making a fow observations 
for the benefit of those interested in'the song. What is the 
‘meaning, in tho situation in which it stands, of ‘* Lancaster's 
bloom is shed,’? and what mean the two next lines, “ Lancaster's 
blood is flame aglow, Strong whilst the Juncs endure.” ‘hese 
lines, too, have puzzled us, * Ziat was in bygone summer-glows, 
Summers ‘that fleetly roll,” ‘Che very tirst line has an un-

Six: Guanp Tatos.—lt is not often that three performers are 
sufficiently of one mind to desire to play upon the piano at the

Everybody knows: the 
subject of this piece. Who has not thrilled with ecstacy,as the 
grand and jubulant melody of the “ Gloria’’ has filled ‘his soul, 
and felt something of what the great poet meant when he said: —

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THE evil effects of pornicious publications on the rising 
generation haye been within the last few days again 
forced upon our attention. This is a subject to which we 
have more than once referred in strong terms, and advised 
parents and guardians of the necessity that exists for the 
strictest supervision in tho matter of books and papers 
that may find their way into the hands of their children ; 
but such vile trash being evidently on the increase, and 
scattered broadcast to poison the youthful mind, we feel 
the subject to be of so great importance that we are con- 
strained to mention the last illustrative case brought under 
our notice. On Monday, then, to put the matter as shortly 
as posssible, two boys were tried at the Middlesex Sessions 
for burglary. They had broken into the office of a trades- 
man who employed one of them, and stolen a few pounds, 
which they spent in a visit to tho theatre and other 
amusements. Their father said they had once been good 
boys, but of late their minds had been poisoned by tho 
reading of infamous publications, such as the ‘* Juvenile 
Highwayman,” and other things of that stamp, and it 
transpired that the officers who apprehended the lads 
found in their possession a collection of what may be 
called robber properties, such as a dark lantern, a loaded 
pistol, percussion caps, and several imploments of house- 
Frankie? If this does not conyey its own sad lesson to 
parents, no words of ours could add force to it. 


ADDITIONAL particulars haye reached England within 
the last fow days of the storming of Magdala and tho 
death of Theodore, The Times’ special correspondent, 
for instance, gives a curious and interesting account of 
‘what took place when the sable monarch’s body was placed 
at the disposal of his widow, or perhaps one should say 
A widow, for there appears to bo at least two Royal 

adies, and there is no saying how many semi-Royal, who 
lay a quasi-conjugal claim to him, The Oriental fashion, 
it seems, holds good in Abyssinia, that any woman upon 
whom the Imperial eyes have once looked with fayour is 
thencoforth set apart as sacred from the approach of ordi- 
nary mortals; and as Theodore was constantly on the 
march, and his affections—at least latterly—shortlived 
(in his earlier days he was famous throughout wondering 
Abyssinia. for his devotion to one favourite Queen), his 
harem grew very large. When on tho first anxious day 
of negotiation Lieutenant Prideaux told him that honour- 
able treatment would bo given to him and his family if 
he surrendered himself and Magdala, he broke out with 
an odd mixture, for such a moment, of humour and in- 
dignation, ‘‘ What does your chief mean by my family ? 
Is be prepared for a thousand?’ However, only. two 
widows have been recognised. The widow-in-chiof is tho 
danghter of Ras Oubie, of Tigré, and therefore belongs 
to ono of the oldest and most poworful dynasties in Abys- 
sinia, crushed, with so many others, by Theodore when 
hoe, for a time, effected the consolidation of the empire, 
‘Those who saw her on the day of the storming of Mag- 
dala, when her face was exposed, say that sho must in 
her day haye boon a very great’ beauty, cruolly thrown 
away upon Abyssinia, of the thoroughbred typo, tho foa- 
tures delicate and well cut, the hands and feet small and 
exquisitely shaped. Tho British soldior did not, of courso, 
understand that the removal of her yoil (the profoundest 
proof of submission and humiliation that an Abyssinian 
as can givo) was anything out of tho way, and his 
efforts to. console her by slapping her on the back and 
informing her that nobody should hurt her, but that 
‘Tédros was maffish”—an Arabic word used to denote 
anything and everything not good or to the purposo—were 
anything but re-assuring, however well meant, Happily 
Dr. Blane camo up in timo to rescue hor, and sho was soon 
safe somewhere in: the English camp, closely muffled up 
and screened from profane eyes. Sho did not even affect 
to feol any grief at hor husband’s death, and loft the 
British to do what they thought best with his body, which 
was placed in the outer porch of tho wretched cabin in 
Magdala dignified by the namo of church, for as a suicide 
Theodore could not be given Christian rites or military 
honours. It was intended that tho church should be 
spered from the goneral conflagration of Magdala, lest tho 
priests should say that the common tie of Christianity 
votwoen conquerors and conquered had been forgotten. 
But, aad a the precautions taken, the flames, recognis- 
ing no distinction between things pious and things pro- 
fane, soon leapt fiercely upon tho building, and in a fow 
minutes not a trace was left to distinguish the spot in 
vest great Emperor lay from tho blackened ruins 
around, 


Trrovet the study of official statistics ig not of a naturo 
generally likely to recommend itself to ladies; now and 
then interesting .and wicthal instructive items may be 
picked out even from the bristling columns of a blue- book, 
Such is the caso in reference to the figures lately issued 
ilustrative of tho modes of marriago that Sbtiin in 
this country. At the end of 1866, for which year tho 
returrs have just been completed, there stood, it seems, 
registered for the solemnisation of marriages in Wngland 
and Wales as many as 5,576 churches or chapels not 
belonging to the Church of England. Six hundred and 
twenty-six. belonging to the Roman Catholics, 1,666 to 
the Independents, 1,317 to Wesleyan Methodists, 272 to 
Calvinistic Methodists, 1,163, to the Baptists, 168 to 
Unitarians, 166 to Scottish Presbyterians, 23 to the New 
Jerusalem Church, 18 to the ‘ Catholic. and Apostolic 
Church,” 14 to the Moravians. Seventy-oight per cont, of 
the marriages of the year wero celebratod according to 
the rites of the Establishod Church, and 22 per cont, 
otherwise. There were 8,911 marriages in Roman 
Catholic chapels, 63 among Quakers, 17,215 intho chapels 


a total of 187,776. Of the number colebrated in the 
Established Church, 17 were by special licence, 20,297 by 
ordinary licence, 118,274, were after banns, 4,281 were on 
the superintendent registrar’s certificate, and in 3,171 
instances the mode is not stated. 


A most extraordinary story of the abduction of a little 
girl has been published within the last few days, and wo 
give it currency in our columns as being of considerable 
moment to parents. It seems that Emma Hart and 
another little girl, Mary Ann Wesley, wero returning 
home from the National School in Kennington-oval, 
when they were accosted b a& woman, who requested to 
be shown to DBlackfriars-bridge, Mary Ann Wesley 
accompanied Emma Hart a portion of tho way to Lam- 
beth: walk, and returned to her home, The woman suc- 
ceoded in prevailing on the little girl to accompany her 
by holding out a promise that when they got to Black- 
friars she would give her 3s. to take home to hor mother.

‘The barber inquired if the 
woman was not her mother, and being informed that she 
was not, the woman said, ‘Oh, you lying little girl; I 
am your mother.” After her hair was cut off, and sold 
to the barber by tho woman for Is., she took tho little girl 
to the Rogent’s-park, stripped her of her boots (which wore 
quite new) and all hor under-clothing, and. afterwards 
abandoned her in the park. The poor little girl’s cries 
attracted the attention of a gontleman, who. kindly 
inquired into the causo, and after learning some few par- 
ticulars of tho child, directed the, attention of the police 
to her caso, who removed her to the station, Krom 
the Monday afternoon until tho Tuosday evening at six 
o’clock the pode child had had nothing to eat, and was 
nearly famished when restored to her anxious parents. 
The police are on the look-out not only for the woman, 
but very properly also for the barber,

many new occupations have been opene 
ag printing, ongraving, telegraphing, and photograph 
colouring, and in all of these trades they are quite suc- 
cessful. <As compositors they can earn 11 dols, to 13 dols. 
aweok, being paid for their work the same rates the men 
aro recoiving.

An establishment 
is mentioned employing thirty-fiyo firls at tailoring and 
other work, who are able to carn 7 dols. to 9 dols, a wook 
Men do the cutting, smoothing, and pressing, Tho 
largest ficld for fomalo labour m Now York is said to.be 
the manufacture of articles of Jadigs? Wearing apparel 
In three large establishments of this kind 1.500 wOmbt 
are employed, at an average of 7 dols, a weok each. In 
New York the highest salary which any woman is known 
to recoiyo is 5,000 dols. annually, and this rate, in two 
instances, is paid without hositation, In several largo 
Broadway houses there are saleswomon who receive high 
salaries, but these are experienced persons and dontrol’ 8 
set of customers.
